REMARKS 

I. 102 Rejections 

Claims 1-5, 7-10, and 12-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(c) as being anticipated by 
Gupta et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,913,061). Applicants respectfully disagree that Gupta discloses each 
and every element of the claimed invention, and in fact Gupta is not even drawn to the same type 
of invention as claimed by Applicants.
